BRITAIN'S COAL CRISIS 
Sirs: 

Ina letter published in your March 
17 issue, Austin Hoy states that your 
editorial on British coal production 
(Lire, Feb. 24) is “almost funny to 
‘one who spent 26 years of his life 
helping materially to mechanize Brit- 
ish coal mines.” 

Well, as one who spent five years 
as a member of the Combined Raw 
Materials Board and Combined Pro: 
duction and Resources Board and 
therefore was in daily touch with the 
British coal problem and deeply per- 
turbed about it, any suggestion of the 
British mines’ reaching the point of 
diminishing returns in modern mech- 
anization sounds funny to me. 

One of the best descriptions was 
given by John 
recently before 
He said, "The Brit 
tion for 40 years has opposed the in- 
troduction of machinery into the 
mines, the utilization of power, on the 
sole ground that it would create un- 
employment, destroy job opportuni- 
ties. The British mineowner has never 
seriously advanced the cause of mod- 
ernization. 

It was the conclusion of s 
best mining experts that only by start- 
ing from scratch, digging new shafts 
and entries, equipping with new un- 
derground machinery, could British 
coal production ever be restored at 
good volume and reasonable cost. The 
remedy cannot come by political 
tt cannot be achieved by sim- 
ply nationalizing the mines. It is a 
technical problem and may require 
20 years for solution. 

The coal problem of this winter is 
not entirely one of cold houses and 
shut-down factories. It is also a major 
economic problem in that the price 
of British coal is at least double what 
it was before the war. Regardless of 
price there is practically no coal for 
export and an inadequate supply for 
British export industries. It takes 
about two tons of coal to make a ton 
of steel. There are not many exports 
without steel, so the British problem 
is compounded and confounded. Such 
is the essence of one of the cruelest 
facts of contemporary history.

HOW AMERICA LOOKS 
ON THE ITALIAN STAGE 


by EMMET HUGHES 


By case From Rome 

For many years the U.S. has meant a land of freedom and riches 
to most Italians. Millions migrated there and millions of others 
dreamed of doing so. Then came the war, and the U.S. with its 
troops, ad and Gr aie came to Italy. The result, as reflected in 
the revived and lively Italian theater, is a new view of the “‘prom- 
ised land.” 

All references to the U.S. which have been made in recent Ital- 
ian plays deal less with the country itself than with the presence of 
U.S. troops in Italy and their impact on Italian life and especially 
on the black market. Thus Naples Millionaire, probably the biggest 
success of the Italian theater in the last year (produced, written 
and acted by brilliant Eduardo de Filippo), tells the wartime story 
of a Neapolitan family which grows rich on black-market operations 
after the Americans arrive. Naples, of course, has been notorious 
for systematic thievery, and the oldest gag in postwar Naples is 
about the triumphant theft of a Liberty ship from the bay, ta the 
second act of Naples Millionaire the leading character delivers a 
Jong, droll discourse aiming to prove that Neapolitans are no great- 

jieves than other people and he concludes with the line, “After 
all, we couldn’t have got away with that Liberty ship by ourselves.” 
Neapolitan audiences how! appreciatively.

A little less than a year ago 
Life with Father met just as 
cool a public reception but 
took a much rougher beating 
from the critics. The most fre- 
quently used adjectives in 
critical reviews of a play that 
has played print on 
Broadway for more than seven 
years were “superficial, infan- 
tile, naive.” One critic said, 
“Tts success in America is in- 
comprehensible. This is com- 
edy pitched at a level adequate 
for high-school children.” 

But others, not just profes- 
sional left-wingers, thought it 
was a damningly faithful pro- 
jection of America, where its 
success was easily understand- 
able, The independent Rome 
daily, I Momento, said, “This 
is a prime example of Ameri- 
can qualunquismo (mediocri- 
ty).

On March 9, U.S. Secretary of State George 
Marshall arrived in Moscow to work out the Ger- 
man and Austrian peace treaties at the Big Four 
Council of Foreign Ministers. By last week the im- 
plications of the meeting had become far greater. 
‘The question was not alone the disposition of the 
dead world of Hitler's Germany but, instead, the 
shape of the future. 

Britain’s ailing Ernest Bevin, who brought his 
own doctor along, and France’s urbane Georges 
Bidault were active participants in the formal coun- 
cil debates and had their own ideas on the treaties. 
But the basic issue lay between America’s Marshall 
and the Soviet Union’s iron-chinned, bespectacled 
V. M. Molotov. It was simple enough: The U.S. 
determination, expressed in President Truman’s 
message on Greece, that the democracies must 
take the offensive against expanding Communism.

Americans who at first feared that the Truman 
ake trouble for Marshall at Mos- 
wered that the new U.S. secretary 
had helped prepare the statement. Like the Tra- 
man statement, Marshall was talking up for the 
democratic concepts of the U.S. Both Marshall 
and Molotov thoroughly understand the relation- 
ship of power and policy. Unlike Bevin and Bidault 
they have the power. Marshall quickly proved in 
counseling acceptance of the Greek and Turkish 
burdens that he was not afraid to use it. 

Instead of bogging the conference in immediate 
dispute, this realistic approach eliminated much 
petty bickering. And while it was still too early to 
predict the meeting’s outcome, in areas of only 
mild disagreement delegates were able to compose 
their differences quickly.

Like a convention city in the U.S., Moscow had its face lifted for the con- 
ference. Snowplows burrowed busily and efficiently through the main thorough- 
fares. But the human element slowed things down when women were put to 
work clearing sidewalks. Lire Photographer McAvoy found a group of women 
leaning on their shovels, tried to talk them into working long enough for a pic- 
ture. He got nowhere, finally found a correspondent who cried, “Poshalista rabo- 
tact” ("Please to work”), thus urging them into the efforts shown above. When 
McAvoy walked away they were leaning on their shovels again, enjoying the 
feeble rays of a wan sun. 

But it was still far from spring. And Moscow 
rally bothered the Russians less than it did their visitors—because the hosts 
were dressed for it. While Soviet citizens seemed drab by tandards, their 
clothes were warm. One secretary, svelte but shivering, remarked, “I suppose 
in this climate you get so that you don’t care how you look.”

Not a single 
diplomat attended the Bolshoi Theater presentation of the famous Swan Lake 
ballet. Because of the heavy burden of work, most delegates have been seeing 
the same Russian officials they saw in Paris and New York. The only glimpse 
they get of the Russian-in-the-street is when the people of Moscow gather 
in silent groups outside the Aero Club to watch the foreigners (lower right).

EDITORIAL 


THE PRICE OF STEEL 


IT SHOULD BE CUT. 


The Greek crisis, the future of Germany, our 
relations with Russia, the budget, taxes, the 
cost of living and a dozen other hot issues 
forget them. They may all depend in the long 
run, and even in the short run, on a little item 
that you hardly ever read about: the Price of 
Steel. 

The price of steel is currently less than 3¢ 
a pound. It has gone up a modest third of a cent, 
in the past year. [t has very little direct effect 
onthe cost of living. And yet, as we see it, the 
price of steel is the immediate key to our suc- 
cess or failure as a nation, 


Businessman’s Year 


We start with the assumption that the pres 
ent state of affairs in the U.S. economy cannot 
last. On that the economic soothsayers are pret- 
ty well agreed. The Wall Street stock market 
has been sick with anticipation for over a 
month, despite high corporate profits. As for 
that even more important bellwether, the house- 
wife, she knows something is wrong every time 
she goes to the grocery store. 

During the big debate over OPA last summer, 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
came out four-square for total repeal of price 
control. This would stimulate so much produc- 
tion, it was argued, that inflation would soon 
cure itself. Said N.A.M. in effect, “Stick with 
us and you'll wear diamonds.” OPA, on the 
other hand, argued that uncontrolled prices 
would go straight through the ceiling, after 
which everything would crash. Who was right? 

Well, “A.M. was right about production. 
The whole country is now working hard and 
producing more than it ever did in peacetime 
hefore. Ever since Truman stopped the coal 
strike, practically all the production indexes 
have been going steadily up. It is true that 
much of this production is still pretty disorder- 
ly. A Detroit truck manufacturer, faced with a 
shutdown for lack of certain small parts, reco 
ered a two days’ supply by the desperate ¢ 
pedient of sweeping his floor. Yet Detroit is 
inching back toward prewar efficiency, and the 
current rate points to a 5 million-car year. In 
its own somewhat drunken and incomparably 
effective way, American industry is producing 
again. We are having ourselves a boom. 

In fact if we gave labels to years the way the 
Chinese do, 1947 would have already earned i 
label: a businessman’s year. Right at its start 
that new body of tune-callers called the Presi 
dent’s Council of Economic Advisers (E. G. 
Nourse, chairman) told businessmen that ™. . . 
legislative changes will be a minor determ 
nant of what actually happens in 1947.” Said 
CEA in effect, “Take it away, boys, it's up to 
you.” 

This is a good year for the businessman, and 
he is in good shape. One out of every five busi 
ness firms was founded since 1944 and few of 
these newcomers know the color of red ink. 
Said one of them, a retailer (quoted in Business 
Week), “Maybe I couldn’t get enough goods to 
make a killing, but I really would have had to 
put my mind on being stupid to go broke.” The 
old established firms are doing all right too. The 
National City Bank’s compilation of reports 
from 840 mgtauecine companies shows that 
1946 earnings were up 37% over 1945. And if 
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things continue as they are, 1947 will be far 
better. 

But can things continue as they are? Not at 
these prices. 

The OPA boys were righter than the N.A.M. 
boys about prices. With the exception of a 
slight pause around Christmastime the cost-of- 
living index has headed straight up even faster 
and farther than production. The leaders in 
the commodity-price parade have been farm 
products, food and the scarcer commodities, 
such as lumber, fats and oils, and hides. These 
are keenly competitive markets with tradition- 
ally elastic price habits and are currently 0 
populated with sharpies and suckers. There 
not much that any one businessman or go’ 
ernment official can do about their gyration: 
They are the freakish penalty you pay for 
ically free markets. And even the hous 
wife must admit that the free market has put 
more and better food on the shelves than there 
was under OPA, 

‘The prices of most manufactured goods, on 
the other hand, have risen much more modest- 
ly. This is because the big firms who make auto- 
mobiles, refrigerators, furniture, tires, alumi- 
num, ete. can “‘administer” their prices instead 
of letting blind market forces set them. They 
play it close to the trend when they can foresee 
the trend, and the trend they foresee is the 
trend they make, 

At this moment thousands of businessmen 
are thinking very hard about their prices for 
the next quarter or half year. Up until now 
most of them (most notoriously builders) have 
refused to accept price responsibility, doing 
business on what amounts to a cost-plus basis 
until “the picture clears.” But in January young 
I y Ford and this month Fowler MeCormi 
of International Harvester announced that they 
were going to lower their prices. They know, as 
their grandfathers knew before them, that the 
soundest way to make money in this country is 
by steadily pushing your own prices downward. 
To do this they had to assume, and thereby help 
bring about, a stable and responsible price 
tem. They had to assume stable wages instead 
of another round of strikes. Brave men! 

Dr. Nourse, head of the above-mentioned 
CEA that consecrated 1947 to business, is one 
of the best price economists in the U.S. He once 
wrote a book (Price Making in a Democracy) 
which showed how depressions like that of 1921 
would be avoided if businessmen would do 
their price cutting before they have to instead 
of after. The present price trend can’t last for- 
ever and probably can’t last out the year. Bu: 
nessmen are going to have to cut prices sooner 
or later. If they wait for the buyer’s market to 
force it on them, it will be distress cutting and 
will be accompanied by wholesale layoffs. If 
they do it now it will be confident cutting and 
will help to sustain and prolong present buying 
power and full employment. 


Fairless and Murray 


To return to the price of steel. It is not too 
high in relation to other prices or in relation to 
the demand for steel. Nor can it be said that 
the very healthy 1946 profits of U.S. Steel ($88 
million) or Bethlehem ($41 million) are “too 
high,” considering the many socially ind 
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pensable uses to which they can be put. Never- 
theless the price of steel (which enters into 
40% of everything we make) is the most spinal 
of all trend-making prices. Therefore the steel 
industry—which means primarily the U.S. 
Steel Corp.—is in a peculiarly strategic position 
to show some business statesmanship. Tt can 
settle this inflation and even prevent a reces- 
sion right now, virtually singlehanded, For an 
example to other manufac} turers, for its stabil- 
izing effect on the U.S. boom and therefore on 
world history—the U.S. Steel Corp. ought to 
announce a substantial price cut. 

Unfortunately there is one factor which 
makes this demand unrealistic at the moment. 
President Fairless of U.S. Steel and Mr. Murray 
of the United Steelworkers have just started 
to negotiate a new wage contract. If they should 
settle for, say, a 15¢ increase in average hourly 
wages, it would increase Mr. Fairless’ wage bill 
by over $70 millions, almost as much as his 1946 
profits. The temptation for Mr. Fairless to cut 
prices on top of that would certainly be a very 
small one, After all, he has more orders than 
he can handle. 

Mr. Murray, who (unlike Walter Reuther) 
dislikes to discuss prices and wages in the same 
breath, can point very poignantly to the cost- 
of-living index. But since the economy needs a 
cut in steel prices at least as much as Mr. Mur- 
ray’s men need a raise, the public clearly has an 
interest in these negotiations. Whatever may 
be said about the cost of living, it will not do 
for Mr. Murray to make a target of steel’s high 
profits; at this particular juncture they can be 
put at better risk in serving a price cut than in 
serving higher wages. Nor will it do for Mr. 
Fairless to let Mr. Murray dictate his price deci- 
sion. We, the public, need a price eut. Let both 
menagree onastatesmanlikeactand give it to us.

Democrats lead in polls but fear their own candidate 


As the Chicago city election approaches, the Democratic candidate for may- 
or, Martin Kennelly (opposite page), is way out in front in newspaper polls. 
Yet the stalwarts of the Democrats’ famed Kelly-Nash machine seem oddly un- 
happy. The trouble is that Kennelly, 59, and superrespectable, is a surprising 
sort of candidate to find in the m: front seat. 

The machine picked Kennelly only because it was in trouble. Some earnest 
pulse feeling showed that Mayor Ed Kelly was slipping badly in popularity and 
had better retire before the voters did the job for him. So Kelly dropped out 
and turned the machine over to an assistant named Jake Arvey, who decided 
it was time to run a good, upstanding businessman.

The Struggle for the World, by James Burnham, which is pub- 
lished this week (John Day, $3) and condensed on these pages, is 
likely to be one of the most discussed books of the year. The au- 
thor boldly states the thesis that conflict between Russia and the 
U.S. is inevitable. On this premise he argues that we must op- 
pose the Russian challenge with a dynamic world "organization 
of our own, or we will be destroyed. As a step in this direction, 
the U.S. Congress is now debating loans to Greece and Turkey. 


War Il but the opening skirmishes in 
another war, Already thousands, 
even tens of thousands, of men 
have been killed in this war, among 
them armed soldiers of the U.S. 

The U. S. has already made the 
irreversible jump into world af- 
fairs. It is committed everywhere, 
on every continent, in every major 
field of social action, and it can 


stationed nearby, mutinied. It was 
not a serious revolt; a few shots 
were fired, a few lives lost. It was recalled briefly by some when, later, a 
short, bitter civil war broke out in Greece proper. 

The mutiny at Alexandria was led by members of a Greek military 
organization called ELAS, which was directed by the Greek Communist 
party, KKE. The Greek Communist party, like all Communist parties, is 
a section of the international Communist movement. International Com- 
munism is led, in all its activities, from its supreme headquarters within 
the Soviet Union. 

Politically understood, therefore, the Greek mutiny of April 1944 and 
the subsequent Greek Civil War were armed skirmishes between the 
Soviet Union and the British Empire. In the Second World War, how- 
ever, which had still at that time more than a year to run, Britain and 
the Soviet Union were allies, not enemies. 

In the late summer of 1945, Japan fell. The Communist armies of the 
Yenan government, sheltered, equipped and in part officered by the Red 
army, attempted to establish independent sovereignty in Manchuria, 
northern and part of Central China. These armies met in battle with the 
armies of the Chungking government, trained and equipped with the 
help of the U.S. Army and transported by ships of the U.S. Navy. But, 
here again, in the Second World War, the U.S. and the Soviet Union 
were allies, not enemies. 

These conflicts, in China and in Greece, were not the final phases of World 


never again withdraw. We have 
now entered a period of American 
history in which world politics take precedence over national and internal pol- 
icies and in which world politics literally involve the entire world. All of 
world politics and all of what is most important in the internal politics of 
each nation are oriented around the struggle for world power between 
Soviet-based Communism and the U.S. This is now the key to the political 
situation. 

In the Third World War the U.S., whatever the wishes of its citizens, is 
one of the two dominating contestants. But socially, politically and cul- 
turally the U'S:{enot prenaned for the wodliimole-wh ich tuie neverthialise 
compelled to play. It is mature in one field alone: the development of the 
technique of production. But when he leaves the premises of the factories 
the American appears as a gawky adolescent. 

Let us consider, for example, the attitude of our soldiers at the end of 
the recent war. It was summed up in a single objective: to go home to 
Mother, the Best Girl, a local job and the corner drugstore. 

It is contemptible to blame the young soldiers for their provincial at- 
titude. It is the nation, not the soldiers alone, that is unprepared. It was the 
members of Congress, not the soldiers, who showed real cowardice and 
blindness. They failed to point out to the soldiers the responsibilities of 
world power and sought demagogically to gain a few cheap votes by join- 
ing in the clamor to bring the boys home.

Responsible world power must be based finally 
upon military strength. The nation, daily and un- 
avoidably intervening all over the world—from 
Argentina to Spain to Iran to Manchuria—suf- 
fers an extended internal crisis over the perfect- 
ly obvious question of a renewed draft law, a 
necessity which is so much accepted by all other 
nations as to be not even fit subject for debate. 

The same provincialism is reflected in the U.S. 
educational system. There are few Americans 
who can speak, even tolerably well, a foreign 
language, and fewer still who bother to learn in- 
timately another nation’s culture. From primary 
school to university, politics is taught under 
such headings as “civics” or “government.” We 
seldom find courses

He 
has not learned that for a mature world power it 
is even more necessary to receive than to give. 

Most important of all, however, is the i 
maturity of the U.S. in political understanding. 
As a result its foreign policy shifts without ade- 
quate motivation; it does not secure political re- 
sults commensurate with its material strength, 

We live in what Lenin correctly descril 
as an “era of wars and revolutions,” in the midst, 
indeed, of a great world revolution. A distinguish- 
ing and all-important development of this era has 
been the rise of the totalitarian political move- 
ments of the essentially similar though variously 
named Nazi, fascist and communist varieties. No- 
whereis the political illiteracy of Americansmore 
fully and disastrously shown than in their lack of 
understanding of these totalitarian movements. 


A new yardstick is needed 


Mi of our political leaders believe that 
the totalitarian parties, though somewhat 
strange and “foreign,” are fundamentally similar 
to our own Democratic and Republican parties. 
These totalitarian movements, with their steel 
discipline, their monolithic structure, their ce- 
mentof terror, their rigid and total ideology, their 
pervasion of every aspect of the lives of their 
members, are of a species totally different from 
what we are accustomed to think of as “political 
parties.” 

Our diplomats believe that they are bargaining 
with other men who, though tough and shrewd, 
are of a kind similar to themselves and who oper- 
ate according to the same underlying rules. For 
the Soviet men, the bargaining is the lesser detail. 
They are there to use the conference as a forum 
from which to speak to the masses and as a device 
not for gaining agreements with, but for promot- 
ing the destruction of, their fellow conferees. 
In his chief theoretical work, Problems of Lenin- 
ism, Stalin has written, “It is inconceivable that 
the Soviet Republic should continue to exist 
interminably side by side with imperialist States. 
Ultimately one or another must conquer.”

ready but not anxious for war. There are in 
their ranks no signs of any unwillingness to fight 
at once if it seems advisable. Indeed they have 
been fighting right along, sometimes on a con- 
siderable scale, in many parts of the world. 
There is, however, reason to believe that they 
would prefer a delay of 10 or 15 years in the 
outbreak of general warfare. 

Their wish for delay is understandable. The 
parts of the world which the Communists now 
control are, relative to the U.S. and its poten- 
tial associates, technically and economically 
backward. In particular they still lack atomic 
weapons and the itians of producing them. By 
delay these defi- 
ciencies might be 
at least partl 
overcome. Wit 
even five years 
they will probably 
have atomic weap- 
ons ready for use. 

The existence of 
atomic weapons 
prohibits any long 
postponement of a 
showdown. Their 
threat presents the 
perspective of 
social annihilation, 
at the very least 
for the losers, not 
in centuries or generations, but on the im- 
mediate horizon. There is no time for ideal so- 
cieties to be reached by education or other slow 
processes in a century or two. 

If a workable solution for the problem of 
atomic weapons is not found within a relatively 
few years, Western civilization will cease to be 
the dominant civilization of the world, if it does 
not disappear altogether. 

If we are not yet ready to accept passively 
the final collapse of Western civilization, a 
necessary first condition of any workable solu- 
tion of the problem posed by the existence of 
atomic weapons is that there must be an absolute 
monopoly of their production, possession and use, 
It might be argued that a much simpler and 
surer solution would be to get rid of all atomic 
weapons. To get rid of them it would not be 
enough to bury them, denatured, in the sea and 
to wreck the atomic plants and laboratories. We 
should have also to get rid of what had once 
brought them about and would promptly do so 
again: that is, modern science and modern tech- 
nology, as well as the scientists and technicians 
who produced it. This would be the equivalent 
of wiping out Western civilization, the same 
result that the atomic weapons themselves 
threaten, and would thus solve nothing. 

The only way in which atomic weapons could 
actually be eliminated is the way in which a 
monopoly often eliminates products which it 
controls: by withholding at its own discretion 
their manufacture and use. An absolute monop- 
oly of control, by whomever exercised, would 
not, it is true, make certain that atomic weap- 
ons would never be used. But it would auto- 
matically remove from those in charge of the 
monopoly by far the greatest motive for their 
use: the fear that someone else will use them. 

If there is to he monopoly control of atomic 
weapons, who is to be the monopolist? The 
usual answer to that question is a “world gov- 
ernment.” According to this theory, the world 
government would exercise supreme world sov- 
ereignty. In it the atomic monopoly would be 
vested. v

genuine government is not an abstraction. It is composed of 
actual human beings, organized into institutions and cemented 
a common body of shared ideas. A considerable percentage of the 
subjects, or citizens, of a genuine government must be ready to 
recognize, freely or through coercion, that there is no political 
power superior to the government. That is what is meant by call- 
ing a government “sovereign,” and without sovereignty it is not a

government. There is no sentiment toward surrender of sovereign- 
ty on the part of any U.N. member. Therefore to place atomic 
weapons in the hands of any commission composed through and 
out of the U.N., or any comparable commission, does not in the 
least establish a monopoly. . 

The believers in world government usually seek their precedents 
in the founding of the U.S. Analysis can easily show, however, 
that this analogy, so persuasive at first hearing, breaks down at 
every relevant point. 

The 13 colonies shared not only the common Western culture 
but, for the most part, the specifically English form of that culture, 
including the English language. As dependencies of a single great 
power, they were accustomed to think of themselves together po- 
litically,fas united in a common political fate, and they had no tra- 
dition of separate sovereign existence. They had fought together 
the long, difficult Revolutionary War, and had together conquered. 
Moreover the very real threat of external force was by no means 
removed through victory. Almost all the leading statesmen of the 
colonies understood that the failure to become a strongly united 
nation would surely open the road to constant intrigue by the great 
European powers, playing off one set of states against others, with 
the long-term aim of re-establishing European domination. 


A world government is impossible 


IHUS, if we judge by facts and not by wishes, we cannot escape 

the following conclusion: within the given time limits the free 
and voluntary establishment of a world government is historically 
impossible. It is impossible because the necessary historical pre- 
conditions do not exist. In the world as a whole there is not cul- 
tural unity but cultural plurality, and, in addition, the superim- 
posed fracture into totalitarian and nontotalitarian segments. 

We have been considering the prospects of a world government 
achieved by free and deliberate discussion. If, however, we con- 
sider not a world government without sovereignty but rather a 
world empire established at least partly sieoteh force and the 
threat of force, historical evidence no longer dictates the same 
negative conclusion. 4 

By a world empire I mean a state, not necessarily worldwide in 
literal extent but world-dominating in political power, set up at 
least in part through coercion (quite probably including war, but 
certainly the threat of war) and in which one group of peoples (its 
nucleus being one of the existing nations) would hold more than 
its equal share of power. 

Tet aa slipper the US. fund been fiuniledmoethvousrays 
ceptance by all the states of the Philadelphia Constitution but in 
some such way as follows.

that a predominant (though not necessarily exclusive) power over 
certain key questions, such as foreign affairs and the army, was 
guaranteed to New York-Pennsylvania. Then, in the sense I am 
giving, the result would have been an “empire.” 

The imperial power of the world empire need not be totalitarian 
—that is, intervening in all phases of social activity. There is, in 
fact, only one absolutely essential world task of the possible world 
empire of tomorrow: the preservation of the monopoly of atomic 
and comparable weapons. The fulfillment of the central task is com- 
patible with much looseness of the imperial structure in other fields. 

There are among existing institutions two, and just two, serious 
candidates for the monopoly control of atomic weapons. The U.S. 
and the Soviet Union alone possess all the necessary qualifications 
—raw materials, the industrial plant and trained personnel. The 
issue of atomic warfare is therefore an issue between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union. This issue will be decided, and in our day. 
course of the decision both of the present antagonists m: 
true, be destroyed. But one of them must be. 

U'S. foreign policy, from the points of view both of national in- 
terest and of the world crisis, has for a number of years been 
taken in conception, in method and in content. The first requisite 
for a workable policy is, therefore, a sharp break with the past.

HE U.S., most of the time, has not really had a foreign policy. 

Under the guidance of no-policy you will treat each separate 
problem “on its own merits.” The Communist Polish government 
promises democratic elections, so you throw the London Poles 
out the window. England must export to live, so you make them 
haggle over interest rates on a government loan. Chiang Kai- 
shek is not as democratic as he might be, so you tell him he 
must take Communists into his government, 

What is wrong, however, is not this or that tactic, but the basic 
of the foreign policy with which we came out of the war. This 
lea is that, by some means or combination of means, we must and 
will solve the problems of world politics by “getting along with 
Russia” and this is interpreted to mean getting along not with the 
Russian people—who could be friendly enough—but with the 
Communist regime which now dominates Russia. But the truth is 
that we can “get along” with Communism in only one way: by 
capitulating to it. . 

‘he two most vehement and coherent positions taken on the 
problem by U.S. public opinion are those of appeasement and of 
a new form of isolationism. 

The unremitting source of the appeasement point of view is the 
Communist. propaganda machine. Its most publicly conspicuous 
adherents, however, have been such conspicuous men as Henry 
Wallace, Claude Pepper, Elliott Roosevelt and Joseph E. Davies. 

The new isolationism is grossly manifest in the Chicago 
Tribune or the New York Daily News; it shows more honestly in 
the failing politics of the La Follettes or Burton K. Wheeler; and 
it becomes dignified in the refined nostalgia of Charles A. Beard. 

Appeasement and isolationism seem, to American public opinion 
and to each other, the ultimate opposites in the debates over U 
foreign policy. Certainly appeasers and isolationists reserve for 
each other their fiercest invective. The Chicago Tribune's con- 
temptuous cartoons of Wallace are equaled only by Wallace's 
hitter jibes at the Tribune. But, if we relate words to facts, we dis- 
cover that the differences melt and blur. 

The proposals of both are equally incapable of fulfillment. In 
their political consequences, they are identical. Both, in their dif- 
ferent ways and from their different motivations, offer a free rein 
to the Communists. Either, directing U.S. policy, would permit 
the Communists, unhampered by the isolationists, positively 
aided by the appeasers, to carry forward their own Communist 
world policy, A surer guarantee of war, and of war disastrous for 
the us. is hard to imagine, 
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a= nl 
U-235 PLANT at Oak Ridge, Tenn. where uranium, the material for atomic 
bombs, is refined, is only one of its kind known to exist in the world today. 
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We know that the ultimate Communist aim is a Communist 
world empire. Therefore the general defensive goal of U.S. policy 
must be to prevent the fulfillment of that aim, We know that this 
Communist policy, in this present period which the Communists 
interpret as the period of preparation for the open stage of the 
Third World War, reduces to two specific tasks: consolidation of 
effective ‘domination of Eurasia (Europe and Asia) and the in- 
filtration and weakening of all countries which cannot be brought 
under Communist control. 

The specific defensive goals of U.S. foreign policy in the period 
therefore can only be to block Communist domination of Eurasia 
and to combat infiltration in all other countries, 


U.S. diplomatic errors 


ET us examine a few selected but typical errors of the re- 

ent past. 

In Yugoslavia the U.S., along with England, had a choice be- 
tween Mihailovich and Tito. Mihailovich was a well-known 
Yugoslav patriot supported by the overwhelming majority of the 
ponvlation Tito was a Communist aera from the outside, who had 
collaborated with the Nazis during the period of the German-Soviet 
Pact. Mihailovich could have been relied on to fight the Nazis (as 
he did) and, equally, to resist Communist domination of his coun- 
try and the rest of the Balkans. The choice of Tito was equivalent 
to handing over the Balkans to the Communists. 

Roosevelt and other U.S. negotiators, through secret agreements 
not yet fully disclosed, ceded to the Communists in the Far East 
the Kuriles, southern Sakhalin, control over the very important 
warm-water ports of Dairen and Port Arthur, the occupation of 
Manchuria and the fuller occupation of northern Korea. 

We are told that these cessions were made as part of the price 
for getting the Soviet Union into the Japanese war. By the time 
these agreements were entered into, it must have been clear to the 
U.S. General Staff that the war with Japan could be won without 
any help from the Soviet Union. The objective of U.S. policy should 
have been to keep the Communists out of that war, not to ask them 
in. Once again the U.S. was actively furthering the advance of the 
Communist power toward Eurasian domination. This was indeed a 
remarkable piece of political bargaining to pay someone a stiff price 
to hit you a stiff blow. 

¢ U.S. and Great Britain considered at length the advisability 
of directing the major invasion of Europe through the Balkans. The 
Soviet Union did not want Anglo-American armies in the Balkans 
because she had her own plans for the Balkans. The U.S. made the 
same political choice that she had made when she abandoned Mi- 
hailovich for Tito. The Communist expansion into Europe was not 
merely permitted, it was actively promoted by U.S. policy. 

The policy of the U.S. in China has been to try to force a uni- 
fication by getting a “democratic coalition government” which 
would include both the Kuomintang and the Communists. But 
there can never be a genuine coalition between the Kuomintang 
and the Communists. The objective of the Communists is not to 
make China a unified democratic nation but to turn it into a Com- 
munist totalitarian province. 

Tt was necessary, therefore, to aid Chiang in extending the sover- 
eignty of the central government over all of China, which could be 
done only by destroying the sovereignty of the rebel government 
and liquidating its attributes of independent power—armies, police, 
political administration, finance system.

In the early spring of 1945 the U.S. Army on the continent of 
Europe, with English, Canadian and French armies as, in effect, 
auxiliaries, was the most powerful functioning armed force that 
had ever operated in history. From a military point of view it was 
then in a position to occupy all of Austria, some of Yugoslavia, 
much of Czechoslovakia and of eastern Germany and in particular 
Berlin in advance of the Red army. It did not do so. The Army was 
held back. Everyone knows that this reticence was “required” by 
the agreement that had been entered into with Moscow. 

The Communists were given eastern Germany, the main Ger- 
man agricultural areas, the largest share of Berlin and the very im- 
portant symbolic triumph of the first entry into Berlin. From their 
German base, with Berlin as its apex, they now proceed with their 
plan for establishing control over all of Germany. Factories, 
machines and tools are dismantled in western Germany for the 
benefit of the Communist zone, but no food comes from there west- 
ward, Democratic parties in the east are suppressed or absorbed 
by the Communists, but Communists are permitted to function 
freely in the west. No future hope is given by the U.S. to the 
German people, while from the east the mans are offered the 
illusory but enticing prospect of a unified Volk admitted as a part- 
ner in the Soviet Empire. 

‘The Communist pressure on Turkey with intervals of deceptive 
relaxation gradually mounts. From Russia and from the Balkans it 
points at the Dardanelles. The call has gone out long since for Kars 
and Ardahan and other Turkish land to the east. A faked-up cam- 
paign for anew Armenian republic, carved mostly out of Turkey, is 
growing on a world scale. Agents, trained within the Soviet Un- 
ion, are swarming into Turkey. Soviet professors and journal 
are working overtime to prove that Turks are the root of all evil. 

Could anything be done about Turkey? A correct policy would 
have little difficulty providing answers more compelling than legal- 
istic notes about the violation of intecbatiooal conventions. It

might discover an appropriate moment, for example, for Turkey to 
purchase from the U.S., on easy credit, 500 or 1,000 first-class air- 
planes, completely equipped. Several thousand young U.S. officers 
might well go with the planes to give instruction in their use to 
Turkish soldiers. The Turkish government might be induced to in- 
vite lengthy maneuvers of U.S. warships in the vicinity of the 
Straits. Berhaps a yolunteer squadron of U.S. aviators might wish 
training experience in the Near East and might arrive with planes 
and equipment; perhaps, even, with planes fitted for atomic bombs 
and with a range at least as far as the Caucasian oil fields. The bar- 
gaining for prices on Turkish export products might be very gener- 
ously conducted, 

But if Turkey feels from one side and from within the hot reality 
of Communist power and from the other only the faint moralistic 
breath of diplomatic speeches, who can doubt what will happen? 
With her resistance sapped she will be sucked into the Communist 
system.

The U.S. turns over millions of tons of food for distribution by 
Communists, not to those who most need it but as bribes and re- 
wards for those who accept the Communist domination. The 
stanchest friends of the West are the ones who do not get the 
food; the food of the U.S. is turned into a Communist weapon. 
Is there any reason, in the nature of things, if American food is to 
be distributed, why Americans should not do the distributing in 
accordance with American interests and values instead of Commun- 
ist interests and values? Or why, if American machinery is to be 
sent to other lands, there should not be sufficient real guarantee 
that it will not be used for the destruction of America? 

For the U.S. to put a truly adequate defensive policy into prac- 
tice we must completely abandon many ideas and habits of the 
pe Certain rules of political outlook and behavior would have to 

accepted if that policy were to be adopted and put into practice: 

1. It would have to be recognized that peace is not and cannot 
be the objective of foreign policy. 

2. The U.S. must be prepared to make an open bid for world 
political leadership 

3. In world political relations the procedure would have to be 
quick, firm, sufficient intervention, not nonintervention. The more

clearly this is everywhere understood, the more effective will the 
intervention be 

4. The U.S. would have to accept the need for worldwide prop- 
aganda. Policy today must break through whatever barriers are 
erected and find the ear of the masses. 


Call things by their right names 


HE U.S., as against the Communists, has a peculiar potential 

advantage in mass propaganda, Communist propaganda is and 
must be false on all important points. U.S. propaganda could be 
and would benefit by being for the most part true, or close to the 
truth. What is chiefly needed is merely to call things by their right 
names. It is time to stop calling the Soviet Union one of the “peace- 
loving democracies,” to stop the pretense that a Communist-ruled 
Poland or Yugoslavia or Mongolia is “an independent state,” or a 
Communist-led union an ordinary workers’ organization, or a 
Communist journalist “a noted liberal”. 

The propaganda should aim very deliberately to penetrate the 
Soviet me, to let the subjects of the Communist dictatorship 
know that the U.S. is aware of their misery and is their ally against 
their tyrants. 

5. Friends would have to be distinguished from ene . The 
rule would have to become: all aid and comfort—econor polit- 
ical, food, machines, money, arms—for friends; no support, noth- 
ing and less than nothing, for enemies. The U.S. should let it be 
unequivocally known that there is something to gain by being its 
friend and much for enemies to lose. 

6. No favors would be granted to Communists or to the friends 
of Communists, and the grounds for the refusal should be openly 
stated: nothing for that person or organization or country because 
he, or it, is Communist. Jt should be made clear to workers that a 
union led by Communists will not be treated like a union led by non- 
Communists; that anyone joining a Communist front in the supposed 
interest of some political or social aim of his on is thereby injuring, 
not furthering that aim; that a nation admitting Communists to its 
government is by that act, in the eyes of the U.S., moving not toward 
democracy and friendship but toward totalitarianism and war. 

7. There would have to be a practical recognition of noncollabor- 
ation with the Soviet Union. The real meaning of the much debated 
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“Soviet veto” is not to be discovered by parliamentary study of the 
rovisions of the U.N. Charter or the regulations of the Council of 
‘oreign Ministers. What the Soviet veto means for the U.S. is that 

the U.S. has been unwilling to make any political move which 
might risk the serious disapproval of the Soviet Union. As long as 
this attitude persists, the Soviet Union has a de facto veto over U.S. 
policy. In consequence, U.S. policy is subordinated to Soviet 
Soviet policy retains the all-important political initiative. The only 
way for the U.S. to avoid the Soviet veto and to seize the initiative 
is to make decisions independently in the light only of the perspec- 
tive of U.S, policy without reference to the possible Soviet atti- 
tude, and then to carry these decisions through whatever the Sov- 
iet Union may say or do. 

8, Finally, this policy could be put into practice only if the U.S. is 
and is known to be able and ready to use force. The force may not 
have to be used, or may have to be used only sparingly, but it must 
be there. 

Defensive strategy, however, is never enough. If the Com- 
munists are not to win, there must be presented to the govern- 
ments and the peoples of the world a positive alternative to the 
Communist plan for world domination which will meet, at least 
as well as the Communist plan, the demands of the crisis. Man- 
kind will not accept as a substitute for the Communist empire noth- 
ing. 

This alternative can only be another, a non-Communist world 
federation—a federation at least of enough of the world to domi-

An American empire 


FEDERATION, however, in which the federated units are not 
equal, in which one of them leads all others, to howeverslight a 
degree, and holds the decisive instrument of material power is in 
reality an empire. The word is as distasteful to citizens of the U.S. 
as to those of most of the rest of the world; and therefore the word 
would in practice doubtless never be employed. Whatever the 
words, it is well also to know the reality. ‘The reality is that the 
only alternative to the Communist world empire is an American 
empire which will be, if not literally worldwide in formal bounda- 
ries, capable of exercising decisive world control. Nothing less 
than this can be the positive, or offensive, phase of rational U.S. 
volicy. 
Po rliece dajalibaay an Amigioan. emapanes proely expands during 
these past five years. From the point of view of political reality the 
empire extends to wherever the imperial power is decisive, not for 
everything or nearly everything, but for the crucial issues upon 
which political survival depends. The American Empire in effect 
reaches out to the West to include the many islands of the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, implicitly dominated by U.S. military and naval 
installations. For that matter those parts of Africa and Europe where 
U.S. armed force is supreme are also, for now at least, in the em- 
pire. All of the Americas already lie within it. Canada, too, in terms 
of political reality, must be included within the American empire. 
Maps of U.S. war resources have for many years included those of 
Canada. 
‘An imperial policy is not, therefore, something new for the U.S. 
It has been and continues to be forced upon the U.S. by the dy- 
namic effects of power relationships. The relative strength of the 
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» struggle for power are overlaid 
with a crust of pscudo-moral platitudes by which U.S. citizens and 
leaders try to convince themselves that they always act from 
the most altruistic of ideal motives. This habit may be a tribute to 
USS. conscience, but it has a lamentable effect outside the bord- 
ers. 

The U.S. cannot win the leadership of a workable world political 
order merely by the rational appeal to other nations that its em- 
pire would be preferable to totalitarian degradation. We would 
have to proceed primarily through a combination of pressures and 
concessions. Both are indispensable. The U.S. does not have suffi-

cient independent power to rely solely on pressures, National re- 
sistances are too strong for concessions alone to soften. 

The U.S. with its ¢ P and indeed overbuilt productive ma- 
chine is in a position, if it is prepared for unorthodox methods, to 
grant enormous economic concessions in the interests of a 
preme political objective. Loans, relief, mutually profitable trading 
agreements, machines, floods of wanted consumers’ goods, easy 
financial terms, these all speak a language that is everywhere un- 
derstood, They could all be made to repeat the lesson that it is a 
materially profitable and pleasant thing to be associated with the

thing except what is essential. In the relations between a more 

werful and a less powerful nation, constant political interference 
on small points is usually much more irritating to the lesser nation 
than a sharp, firm intervention confined to those very infrequent 
points that really decide. It would be fatally wrong for the U.S. to 
adopt officially the feeling of many of its citizens that all nations 
ought to model their political and social institutions after the U.S. 

tern. Others may not like the pattern and may still be neither 
arbarians nor menaces to world security. 

Concessions alone would not, however, be enough. Concessions 
alone, in fact, give others the impression not of generosity but of 
weakness. Concessions must be understood as one side of a coin 
whose reverse is pressure, force. The realization that it is good to 
be a friend of the U.S. must be inseparably tied to the further real- 
ization that it is fearful to be its enemy. At all points bracing the 
concessions, there must be the buttresses of power. Power must be 
there, with the known readiness to use it, whether in the indirect 
form of paralyzing economic sanctions or in the direct explosion of 
bombs. As the ultimate reserve in power, there would be the mo- 
nopoly control of atomic weapons. 

Anon-Communist world federation is the only rational objective 
for U.S. foreign policy. This federation can be built, at least to the 
necessary extent and level, by the bold use of generous concessions 
and superior power. These two necessary and sufficient means are 
today—though not for long—at the disposal of the U.S. Thatis why 
the responsibility for the future of civilization falls unavoidably, 
today, upon the U.S. 

To build the democratic world federation, the U.S, must take cer- 
tain positive political steps. No fundamental change would be re- 
quired in USS. relations toward the Americas. ‘Here U.S. policy

would be successful if it guaranteed: first, that the major resources 
of the Americas will, during the peace, be utilized only to the mutual 
benefit of the Americas, the U.S. and the world friends of the U.S.; 
second, that in war the use of these resources will be under the 
direction of the U.S.; and third, that world Communism will not 
secure any base in the Americas, but will on the contrary be pro- 
weakened. 

should immediately propose to Great Britain and the 
Dominions: common citizenship and full political union, A de 
facto Anglo-American alliance already exists. Actual union would 
be a catalyst which would instantaneously transform the whole of 
world politics. We may grant that the union could not take place 
through an altogether spontaneous birth. The forceps would per- 
haps have to be used or at least kept at hand. The circumstances of 
the world crisis, however, bring the issue to a present head. The 
U.S., Britain and her Dominions confront a common fate. They 
will, whether they admit it or not, survive together or be destroyed 
together. 

Union is possible and is rationally demanded by the crisis. Sup- 
pose that, after a brief period of preparation at official and uno! 
ficial levels on both sides, union were openly offered, not by pri- 
vate individuals or well-motivated but rather snobbishly organized 
private groups, but by the President of the U.S.? Proposed not for 
a dim and abstract future, byt for right now. Why should we be- 
lieve that the offer would be, could be, rejected? If the offer were 
generous, open—and if there were also in the background some 
hint of the black meaning of refusal—an imaginative fire could be 
kindled in which the jealous fears of special interests would be 
consumed, 

Such a union would mean that Britain, her Dominions and the 
U.S. would become partners in the imperial federation, In the first 
stages, Britain would be necessarily the junior partner. This fact, 
which follows not merely from popular prejudices, but from the 
realities of power relations, is the greatest obstacle to the union. It 
is harsh to ask so great a nation, which for 300 years led the world, 
to accept a lower place than the first. It would need a superb states- 
manship to overcome this obstacle and a realization among both 
peoples of the depth of the er 

Foreshortened Europe is today pressed back against the Atlantic 
the advance units of the Communist power. In the still non- 
mmunist sections of the Continent, the remaining nations, 
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starved and weakened, squander their last reserves of energy in 
snarling at each other’s heels, pouncing at meatless bones and re- 
fighting the lost battles of yesterday. It is a dreary, self-defeating 
spectacle. There is so plainly only one possible solution. 

Under the protection and guidance of Anglo-America there must 
be swiftly built a European federation, joining all those Continental 
countries not now under Communist domination and, as its at- 
tractive power grows, drawing to itself the victims now behind the 
iron curtain. 

Can anyone believe that Europe will endure even a decade long- 
er under present conditions? What answer other than European 
federation can there possibly be? The combined tactics of Anglo- 
American concession and compulsion must bring unity ance a 
process that simultaneously rids Europe of internal Communism. 

The U.S. could not carry out this world policy, or any policy re- 
motely like it, unless Communism within the . were reduced to 
impotence. Is this compatible with the principles of democratic 
government? 

The usual reply—spoken most loudly of all, we may be sure, by 
the Communists themselves and their sympathizers—is that il- 
legalization and suppression of the internal Communist movement 
would be an obvious violation of the fundamental democratic 
rights of free speech and assembly. 

Democracy in practice has never and could never interpret the 
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dost “So! Impressing me with a silk robe, eh George?” 
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right of free speech in an absolute and unrestricted sense. No one, 
for example, is allowed to advocate and organize for mass murder, 
rape and arson. 

Communism in democratic nations makes use of free speech in 
order to abolish free speech. The rules of democracy cannot be in- 
terpreted as providing for the free operation and development of a 
force specifically designed for their own destruction. On the con- 
trary, if democratic government is historically workable, its rules 
must not only permit but enjoin it to reject, combat and eliminate 
any such force, Could any society survive which deliberately 
nursed its own avowed and irreconcilable assassin and freely ex- 
posed its heart to his knife? 

Though there is nothing anti-democratic in principle in sup- 
pressing such a movement as Communism, there is always a prac- 
tical danger to democracy from any and eyery act of suppression. 
‘The reason, as we know, is that those who have power often do 
not stop at what is justified in principle. The Communists today are 
very skillfully playing up this danger. They are saying over and 
over: if Communists are suppressed, then where will the line be 
drawn? Will that not prove the first step in a series which will end 
with the suppression of all opposition? 

‘This might happen. It would be foolish to deny the reality of the 
danger. But in political life and in all life there is always danger. 
Every choice we make may lead to disaster. Nothing we can do will 
make certain our safety. If our object is to preserve democracy, we 
must, then, weigh possible dangers against each other. Along which 
course—that of permitting Communism to continue freely or that 
of suppressing it—does the greater danger to democracy 

The threat of the Communist movement to democratic govern- 
ment is absolutely clear, demonstrated. Its threat above all in the 
context of the world political crisis is very present. And the total 
internal influence of its combined forces, supplemented by the 
pressures from without of its world apparatus, is already so power- 
Pilas:to be'a msjor challengato tieaoverbienty of iB US. tavern. 
ment. The danger to democracy in the U.S. from the continued 
existence of the Communist movement is so much greater than the 
possible danger from the act of suppres ion that there are no 
grounds for democratic hesitation. The survival of democracy in 
this country requires the suppression of communism, now. 


The U.S. a world tyrant? 


OULD not the U.S., if it became world leader, turn out in 

the end to be world tyrant? It might be so. There can be no 
certainty against it, We must say even more than this. There is in 
‘American life-a strain of callow brutality. ‘This betrays iteelf no 
less in the lynching and gangsterism at home than in the arro- 
gence and heoliganisfu of soldiers or tourists abroad: The provin- 
cialism of the American mind expresses itself in a lack of sensitivity 
toward other peoples and other cultures, There is in many Ameri- 
cans an ignorant contempt for ideas and tradition and history, a 
complacency with the trifles of merely material triumph. Who, 
listening a few hours to the American radio, could repress a shud. 
der if he thought that the price of survival would be the Ameri- 
canization of the world? 

But it is by no means true that all empires are tyrannies. The 
Athenian Empire of the 5th Century B.C. was for most of its his- 
tory little more than a strengthened federation. Within the im- 
perial state, Athens itself, there flourished the most vigorous po- 
litical democracy of the ancient world, and in some respects, of all 
time. Though Athens controlled the foreign policy of the federated 
cities and islands, in many instances she used her influence to pro- 
mote democratic changes of their internal r 

From the point of view of the U.S. and of the non-Communist 
world generally, the world federation is required in order to per- 
sorm two interrelated tasks, which cannot be performed without 
the federation: to control atomic weapons and to prevent mass, 
total world war. An “American world empire” need mean no more 
than a protective association of nations and peoples in which, for a 
restricted special purpose, a special power—the power of atomic 
weapons—would be guarded in the beginning by one member of 
the association. 

‘At first there would be, perhaps, little more to the federation 
than this minimum content—which, after all, would not be such 
an unmitigated blow to the liberties of mankind. It is not, however, 
to be expected that the federation would remain long at this bare 
level. How it would develop is a question not decided in advance. 
If the direction might be toward a tyrannous despotism on the 
part of the initially favored nation, there is no reason to rule out 
a development in a quite opposite direction, toward the fuller

freedoms and humanity of a genuine world state and world society. 

The danger to liberties would be the power predominance of the 
U.S. in the beginning of the federation. Fortunately for liberty, 
there are objective factors of very great weight that would operate 
against any attempt by the U.S. to institute a totalitarian world 
tyranny. 

Not unimportant among these factors is the U.S. historical tra- 
dition. The brutality, provincialism and cultural insensitivity 
which are not infrequent in U.S. behavior are characteristics to be 
expected in a young and semi-barbarian country. There is nothing 
totalitarian about them. Their rather anarchic, somewhat lawless, 
disruptive manifestations are on the whole anti-totalitarian in 
effect. Americans do, most of them, have a contempt for ideas; but 
that very contempt gives them a certain immunity to mental cap- 
ture by an integral ideology of the totalitarian kind. 

A second factor on the side of liberty is the inadequate power 
of the U.S. The U.S. has today very great power, greater than its 
own spokesmen realize, but it does not have enough power to im- 
pose a totalitarian rule on the rest of the world. 

What this means is that the U.S. can lead only by accepting 

others »s partners, only by combining the methods of conciliation 
and concession with the methods of power, only by guarding the 
rights of others as jealously as its own privileges. If the U.S. re- 
fuses this mode of leadership, if it should try instead to be world 
despot, it might still, for a ave while, subdue the world beneath 
an atomic terror. But the end would be swift and certain. Mankind 
would be avenged and the U.S. destroyed. 
A third, ironic protection of liberty is the unwillingness of the 
. to rule the world. No people, pushed by forces they cannot 
control, ever entered on the paths of world power with less taste 
for the journey, with more nostalgic backward glances. 

There is a fourth major factor which will challenge any despotic 
presumption on the part of the U.S. In the world today there are 
many millions of men and women who know the meaning of 
totalitarian tyranny, often through the frightful lessons of direct 
experience, and who are resolved, if any chance is given them, to 
fight against it. They are ready to accept or follow the leadership of 
the U.S. But they will be stern judges. If experience should prove 
to them that their hope in the U.S. is also empty, then they will 
abandon the U.S. 

The U.S. cannot stop the Third World War by wishing for 
peace but by carrying through a policy the fulfillment of which 
would remove the causes of war. The policy of democratic world 
order which I have outlined provides a solution, the only possible 
non-Communist solution, for the world political crisis. Becau 
is based on material power sufficient to its aims, it ther 
force the Communists immediately on the defensive. For that 
very reason, its effect would be not to provoke the Communists to 
war but to make them with good reason fear the beginning of war 
and grant major concessions to forestall it. 

The policy of world democratic order must be carried through 
to the end if the danger of total war is to be eliminated. But that 
danger will remain until the present Soviet regime is replaced by a 
democratic government through which the Russian people could 
take their place in the world democratic order. 

The U.S, cannot compete in tyranny with the Communists. The 
Communists have cornered that political market. The peoples of 
the world will reason that, if it is to be totalitarianism anyway, 
then it might as well be the tried and tested brand. Therefore the 
U.S. will not win the peoples to her side unless her leadership is 
anti-totalitarian, unless ake can make herself the instrument of 
the hope, not the fear, of mankind.

Opinions conflict on their esthetics 
but they symbolize an American dream 


"THE famous New York architect, Harvey Corbett, who in his 

time built many a skyscraper, was once regarding the Manhat- 
tan skyline from the deck of a Hudson River ferryboat with a group 
of fellow architects. “I asked my architectural confreres,” he re- 
lated later, “if 10 of the greatest brains of the nation were to go to 
work conscientiously to create the most involved, complicated and 
disorderly mess which their combined genius could produce—did 
they believe by any stretch of the imagination cans group of 
brains could ever approximate the mess we were looking at? We all 
agreed it couldn't be done.” Despite this professional view and 
many like it Manhattan’s lacy towers of steel and brick have shown 
a continued power to move poets to rapture and ordinary people to 
murmurs of awe. Behind this vast discrepancy of opinion lies an 
old esthetic controversy not unrelated to the perennial quarrel 
over nature vs. art. 

Manhattan is in a way a natural rather than an artistic phenom- 
enon. Its imposing clutter of lofty structures was built mot for 
beauty but in answer to a fundamental natural law—the law of 
economic necessity. New York is an island, Beyond a certain point 
its growth could only be upward. It has grown not so much by de- 
sign as by the sort of riotous exuberance that causes jungle plants 
to elbow each other toward the sunlight. But singles and their 
plants may be beautiful. And so, in its rank and powerful way, is 
Manhattan. Its beauty is the awe-inspiring beauty of natural phe- 
nomena like the Grand Canyon or a sunset. In it the hand of man 
has been guided by an uncontrollable force greater than. itself. 

But Manhattan is also typically and deeply American, Its over- 
all structure may be a jungle of competitive industrial conflict. But 
its component unit, the skyscraper, is a man-made oteg! with a 
certain awesome artistic distinction and a character that springs 
from deep roots in the philosophy and psychology of Americans. 
It is, whether we like it or not, America’s most characteristic ar- 
chitectural form. Its powerful skyward thrust is the perfect symbol 
of a people whose MGarioant taltla ant unkienited capacity for 
energy and hope. 


N architecture as in other arts Americans differ radically from 

Europeans. The fundamental character of most traditional Eu- 
ropean art is the sense of tragedy and acceptance that gives it form. 
Ever since the time of the Ancient Greeks most of the great Euro- 
pean works of literature have been tragedies. And a tragedy has 
an Aristotelian beginning, middle and end, the end being death. The 
most characteristic American dramatic denouement is, on the con- 
trary, the happy ending—a kiss and a glance toward the future, in 
other words no end at all. Americans dislike ends and hate to worry 
themselves about death, doom and destiny. They have an instine- 
tive faith in limitless progress. They are the world’s great optimists. 
The great European symphonies are similar masterpieces of monu- 
mental tragic form that move by logical laws to inevitable and 
impressive conclusions. America’s most characteristic music, jazz, 
completely lacks these features. It consists of incessant repetition, 
stopping not because of laws of musical logic but because its play- 
ers are tired or wish to turn to something else for a change. The 
skyscraper ends its towering series of floors in exactly the same 
way. Where the Greek temple and the Gothic cathedral have a 
quality of religious repose dictated by the proportions of their 
vaults and pediments, the skyscraper soars upward almost without 
limit. It has a beginning and perhaps a middle, but its end is an 
indefinite upward climb. It ends this climb, in fact, not because of 
any laws of structural logic, but simply because of limits of finance, 
of engineering or urban practicability. 

Moralists and esthetes may regard the aggressive optimism of 
our most typical arts with fear and trembling, and thoughtful minds 
will inevitably ask whether even Americans may not some day be 
forced to accept the tragic view of life that lies behind the great» 
music, literature, art and architecture of past ages. But this quarrel 
of the moralists is with an important aspect of the American dream. 
The skyscraper is a manifestation of that dream. It is the symbol of 
endless progress and a challenge to fate.

IS THAT GEOLOGY PROVES ITS AGE 


In the half-million-year chronology of human evolution, Tépexpan 
man appears as a fairly recent type. His bones, much like those of cer- 
tain modern American Indians, show no primitive characteristics. But 
in terms of the comparativel tory of man in the Western 
Hemisphere, De Terra’s find is extremely old, dating back, perhaps, to 
a time not long after the first peopling of the Americas from Asia over 
the Bering Strait. 

As important as the bones themselves is the geological context in 
which they were found. There have been several other discoveries of 
ancient bones in the Americas. Some may be as old or older than these; 
but in each case there is some question about the dating. Here there is 
none. The simple, undisturbed stratigraphic sequence of the lake bed 
(above) shows that the remains lay under a layer about 10,000 years old 
and in an earlier formation identified with the rainy climate of the 
late Ice Age and containing Ice Age fauna (belo). The skeleton there- 
fore cannot bemuch less than 15,000 years old and may bemuch more.

MAN VS. FOX 


Warfare is held legitimate 
because of fox’s evil ways 


by NOEL BUSCH 


HE English country gentleman galloping after a fox—the 
unspeakable in full pursuit of the uneatable.”” 

This definition of fox hunting by Oscar Wilde is one with 
which the fox, if he could understand it, might agree. So too 
might the various humane societies which are forever bedevil- 
ing this lively and gregarious sport. Fox hunting, however, has 
been going on for a great many years and seems likely to con- 
tinue for a good many more, and the truth is that, odd as it 
seems, it has a lot to recommend it. 

One of the best things about fox hunting is that it removes 
the fox. Contrary to the impression current among most 
Masters of Fox Hounds, who take an abstract view. of their pas- 
time, foxes are disagreeable if not downright disgraceful ani- 
mals, In real life they are always sniffing about barnyards in 
search of other people’s property. In fiction they are even more 
objectionable, either up to mean tricks of one sort or another 
‘or else delivering themselves of wise saws and pompous sayings 
at the expense of better animals like bears or owls. The story 
of the fox and the grapes needs no retelling here, but it shows 
the sort of thing that one must expect from foxes when they get 
into the pages of a book. 

Why authors choose to write about foxes is hard to say; the 
stories are not after all very instructive. But that is more of a 
literary than a sporting or zoological question and need not be 
entered into here. What is more to the point is that foxes, in 
everything from Aesop to Uncle Remus and Thornton W. 
Burgess, are represented as mean-spirited and sly of disposition. 

That, as Wilde points out, the fox cannot be eaten after the 
chase is a minor point. As a matter of fact very few people 
really know what happens to the fox, nor does it make the 
slightest difference. The main point is that he is no longer 
around to make a nuisance of himself. 

It can of course be argued that there should be more efficient 
ways of getting rid of the fox than having him pursued across 
miles of open country by troops of horses, packs of hounds and 
anywhere from 10 to 200 human beings. He could easily be 
trapped, shot or quietly poisoned. All three of these methods 
are used on occasion, but none of them is as much fun as chas- 
ing him. 

As to the beneficial effects of fox hunting upon the partici- 
pants in the game, these are also beyond dispute. Certainly the 
hounds enjoy it, and it does them no harm, The horses and 
riders are also delighted with the exercise. It is not necessary to 
be a devotee of Surtees to note that the literature of fox hunt- 
ing is far superior to the literature of the mere fox apart from 
the hunt. Moreover one sees from the works of the fox-hunti 
authors that they are kindly and easygoing gentlemen, well dis- 
posed to their fellow man, which brings up another point. 

Human beings are supposed, rightly or wrongly, to have a 
cruel streak in their nature. If such is the case, it is surely better 
for them to express this at the expense of some miserable little 
vermin, like a fox, than at the expense of other people. Vittorio 
Mussolini, who likened the explosion of a bomb among some 
Ethiopian tribesmen to the spectacle of an unfolding rose, was 
guilty of a hardhearted and sadistic attitude. A fox-hunting man 
would not have had such a thought about a fellow human being. 
Fox hunting thrives in peaceful lands. 

‘The net conclusion about fox hunting is then that it should 
be encouraged everywhere. Silver foxes on ranches might even 
be let out and allowed to make a run for it. This would save the 
fox ranchers the bother of killing them and amuse the rest of 
the sporting population. Few silver foxes even know the mean- 


ing of “yoicks” or “tallyho”—let alone Wilde’s epigr 
they would quickly learn.
